STATEMENT OP EGBERT F. WILLIAMS, ACCOMPANIED BY ROGER 
CRAIG. COUNSEL, IN STAFF CONFERENCE INTERVIEW 

Mr. Solti wine. In October 1007 you had some contacts with a 
Breidy Benn. I do not know whether that is his true name or end* 
name." Can you toll us? 

Mr, Williams. I do not know. I suppose it is his true name. 

Mr. Soon win it. Who is Mr. Bcnn? 

Mr. Williams. Hi is time the mail came from Ghana. Hie wanted 
to see mo.

Mr. Williams. Yes, Thai was an African woman. It was just a 
personal visit, to rny wife. 

Mr, Sous wink. Do you know Shirley Graham DuBois I 

Mr. Williams, Yes. 

Mr. SomwrNR. Ib she the wife of the late Dr, DuBois after whom 
the DuTtnis Clubs were founded ! 

Mr. Williams. Yea, she is. 

Mr. Sot'HwrxB. Your diary entry for February 4 was that Shirley 
Graham DuBois had come by talking about the need of white allies. 
And you have given your code sign which you agreed at the last 
wssioit meant baloney; US; can you recall any of this dismiss ion ? 
Was it just general, philosophical, or was there something specific- 
abmit particular assistance, or somebody offering particular 
assistance? 
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Mr. Williams. No, it was only in general, and discussing the 
problems of black people. Because she is actually an African, all? 
has got African citizenship. 

Mr, Sour wine. You expressed yourself that the international 
movement is not going to help vour people. By international move- 
ment did you have any particular international movement, in mind, 
or just, the whole world? 

Sir. Wnj.iAiM. The whole international movement as far ns po- 
litical groups in the world. 

Mr. Souewine. Yon meant really, then, that the black people in 
this country nro going to have to fight their own bottles, they are 
nut. going to get. any help from outside tho United States? 

Mr. Williams, That is right. 

Mr. Soubwink, Off (he record.

Mr. Soru wink. < ’©unsel is quite willing to stipulate that the quote 
attributed, to 1M r. Williams, “convinced that international movement 
is nor going to help our people,” is from his diary under the date 
of February 4, 1WS. 

Mr. Crato. Thank you, counsel. 

Mr, SornwiNF. We have almost concluded discussing the diary, 
1 am sorry it was necessary to take those matter* up. 

Your diary entry of September 5, 11)68 contained an item “Writes 
statement on New Africa as requested bv William Worthy for 
Esquire Magazine.*' Who is William Worthy, sir? 

Mr. Williams, He is a journalist working for the Baltimore 
Afro-American. 

Mr. SorRWiNE. He docs not work for Esquire? 

Mr. Williams, Ho is also a free lance writer, so I suppose he also 
works for Esquire too. 

Mr, Sourwinf- This says you wrote a statement. He wasn’t writ- 
ing it, you wrote it, is that right? 

Mr. W illiams - They wanted it for the magazine, ft wasn’t actually 
for him, it was for the magazine, as to what my position was on 
the Republic of New Africa. 

Mr. Sol k wine. It was your statement, it wasn’t Worthy’s? 

Mr. Williams. It was my statement, but it was never used. 

Mr. Sot’K wine. It was not. 

Can you lull us how William Worthy’s request for that Statement 
reached you! 

Mr. Williams. It reached me by mail. 

Mr. SogBWBVE. The same day you made an entry “Readied my 
man [name deleted! visit for long talk and member of A. Liberation 
on FAC.” 

Can you Udl us what all that meant? 

Mr, Williams. These are Africans, Pan-African Congress. 

Mr, SotmwiNE. [Name deleted] is South African? 

Mr. Willi amb. Yes. 

But also I wouldn't like to go into the mimes of those people, 
because that means death to them in South Africa. 

Mr. SormwtNE. Ts that so? 

Mr. Williams. Yes, 

Mr. SoTTitwiNE. Counsel will oak the reporter to place a note at 
the beginning of this question, that the committee should consider 


deleting the mention of the man, because of the witMfltf statement 
that he is a sought-after man and that disclosure of his name in this 
connection would cause him to be in personal danger- (Subsequently 
the name was ordered deleted from the printed decord.)

Was all this a personal matter? 

Mr. Wjixtamjl Yes. personal in Africa. 

You arrived in t an ton, China, from Tanzania 
after your voyage on Octobftr fi, IfH®. According to your diarv yon 
had dinner that evening with the vice commander and leader of 
C.R, Cnn you tell m what thn C.R. menus! 

Mr. Wtujamr, Well, that means the Revolutionary Committee of 
the groups.

He was a lawyer who wrote to me who handled the 
Monroe case,

your lawyer. You say he was your lawyer! 

Mr. Williams. No. lie was one of thy people who were indicted 
along with me in Monroe, And he was their lawyer. So I was asking 
him to look into the indictment against me in JJorth Carolina.

Mr. Williams, Right. 

Mr. Soumvixr., Did. you write, in an article published m The 
Crusader of February IfHVI* that the new concept of midiiHou “is 
lightning campaigns conducted in highly sensitive urban communi- 
tics with the paralysis reaching the small communities and spread- 
ing to the farm areas."? 

Mr. WtLUAUS. Yea. But that was written in the contest of a 
whole composition* That wps jtisi an excerpt. That was giving a 
description of what was developed and what could happen* 

Mr, Soitcwixe. In that same article you commented : u The old 
method of guerrilla warfare* as carried out from the hills and 
countryside, would I*e ineffective in a powerful country like the L\S . 1 

Mr. WiLi rvuH. Yes, because actually tlmt was 2 ^ debate, because 
some of the so-called Progressive Forces of the Communists were 
talking about that people should have bases in the hills. But actually 
this was saying that I did not agree that that type of warfare would 
he successful.
